Il was also pointed out in the said letter that it had been stated by UIADI that the 

issue needs examination for technical and legal angle and they would revert back with a 
decision in the matter. 

Now a letter has been received from O/o UIADI wherein it h is been stated that in 
this regard, the instructions has already been given to UIDAI registrars/EAs and UIDAI 
regional office s to conduct pilot at few locations for collecting EPIC number-at the time of. 
enrolment wherever, the same is available with the resident. The outcome of the pilot is 
expected by next week which will enable UIDAI to take final decision on the matter. It has 
been stated. UIDAI shall give progress made in this regard shortly. 











PUC has been received with reference to Commission’s letter No. 23/1/2015-ERS 
dated I6' h March 2015 wherein it had been stated that during the VC on March 2015 it 
had been mentioned that RGI collected EPIC number and Aadhar number of persons being 
registered with NPR project and the same is available with them. After this CEOs 
responded as bclow- 

(a) The CEOs of Gujarat, UP and West Bengal stated that if that can be made available 
to them then it will be very convenient for them to seed the Aadhar number of such 
EPIC holders in ER database. 

(b) The CEOs further requested that hereafter, in the application form for NPR, a 
specific column for EPIC number should be provided. In case, any person of 18+ 
years does not provide it, then he/she should specifically state that EPIC card not 
issued, in the application.

On the queries raised by the CEOs during the VC, the replies have been given as under:
